AGENTS TO THE WEST INDIA ISLANDS 
LETTER FROM THE EvtToR, ( Continued.) 
ANTIGUA. 


About half pest eleven o'clock on the 15th inst. our 
yessel hove anchor in the harbor of St. Jolin’s, and in one 
half hour more we stood on the free island where I am 
now writing. We were taken ashore by four black water- 
men, three of whom were emancipatcd slaves. They 
were dressed in coarse but tidy clothes, and in their per- 
son bore no mark of starvation. ‘There was nothing in 
their demeanor that savored of impudence er incivility, 
but they were as respectful and courteous, as I could 
wish. Indeed they seemed perfectly capable of ‘ taking 
care of themselves,’ and of using freedom as well as those 
of a fairer hue. 

Dreams are interpreted by opposites, it is said\—and 
surcly every step I have yet taken on the shore.of An- 
tigua, have been but steps in the interpretation of the 
hideous dreams of those on whose breast selfishness and 
expediency are weighing like the nightmare. I have 
looked around in vain for the deserted houses and shops, 
the desolated fields, the vagabondry and disorder and crime 
and wretchedness, which, according to prediction, should 
follow emancipation. There has not been an instance of 
riot or any kind of insubordination among the thirty 
thousand who, in one moment, were unconditionally eman- 
cipated in an insulated community of only two thousand 
whites. I have visited several large plantations, and am 
assured from the mouths of the planters themselves that 
cultivation gencrally was never so forward as at the pre- 
sent time. Tue only thing which is likely to make a 
desert of this island, is the excessive drought which has 
prevailed for the last eight months, and which still con. 
tinues, and is hourly diminishing the small sugar crop 
now being taken off. I have not time to state any par- 
ticulars on the subject of freedom in this island,—but can 
only say, in brief, that I have scen and heard nothing that 
has chilled in the least my abolition feelings, but much, 
every day, that proves the path of justice to be the path of 
prosperity and happiness—inuch to prove that, while jus- 
tice should be done even if the heavens do fall, yet if jus- 
tice be done the heavens will not fall, but on the contrary 
nothing but justice can sustain them. 

To-day is the last of the Christmas holydays, which are 
a grand festival in the West India Islands. ‘Thus far all 
has been quietness and good order, and [ doubt not they 
will close as they commenced. There has been very 
little revelry, but instead ef it, there have been every day 
in various parts of the island, religious meetings, and 
society and school anniversaries. Oa Sunday the various 
churches were crowded to overflowing with devout wor- 
shipers, most of them, men and: woinen, dressed in white. 
1 doubt whether any of our New-England festivals ever 
passed off with so little drunkenness and disturbance,— 
certainly not our grand febilee, the Fourth of July. Here | 
is a population of thirty thousand emancipated slaves,—all 
“Ict loose” on the community in one moment—no martial 
Jaw has been proclaimed as was the case formerly,—they 
have gone unrestrained where they pleased—and yet | 
during these three days there has not been a single onset | 
by the police throughout the island. If negroes are the | 
ferocious and blood-thirs'y race which they are sometimes 
called, what an epportunity has been presented here for 
outrage and slaughter. Antigua has proved the utter | 
falsehood of the opponeuts of abolition. 


January 30th, 1837. 
We took dinner a few days since with Mr. A 


the manager of a fine estate a few miles from town. He 
is a member of the Wesleyan church, and esteemed one 
of the best members of society here as well as one of the 
best planters on the island. He is a frank, generous. | 
hearted man, with whom one, who has any frankness and 
sympathy himself, can not long remain a stranger, and was 
reputed during slavery a kind and even Jax master. He 
expressed strong disapprobation of slavery, both as an evil | 
and a sin, am injury to the community, a wrong on the 
slave, and a violation of God’s law. He said conscience 
accused him before emancipation, and he longed to have 
it come: but interest kept him silent, and as he had no 
other occupation by which he could support himself, inter- 
est kept him connected with asystem he abhorred. 

Mr. A related several anecdotes, which, though 
of a “domestic” nature, like those of American slavery, 
are worthy of being placed before the public. In the year 
1833, when the abolition excitement was at its height in 
England, and the people were thundering at the doors of 
Parliament for emancipation, he visited that country for 
his health. On his arrival at Liverpool, he accidentally 
beca:ne acquainted with the family of one of the most 
eminent clergymen in the Wesleyan connection, whose 
daughter he afterwards married. ‘The father was not a 
decided abolitionist, and of course had no scruples in hold. 
ing familiar intercourse with the manager of a slave plant- 
ation. But his eldest son, also a clergyman, was “ mad” 
on the subject, to use Mr. A——’s own term. His feel- 
ings were so strong, and he gave such free expression to 
them, that his good mother was afraid to have him meet | 
Mr. A., and even managed and plotted for some time to 
keep them apart. But whatever forbearance he received 
in that family he did not elsewhere. ‘I'o use his own ex- 
Pressive words, he “ got a terrible scraping wherever he 
went.” He said he could not travel in a stage coach, or | 
g° into a party, or attend a religious meeting without be- 
ing attacked. He always avowed his connection with 
slavery, and while he did not attempt to defend it on prin- 
ciple, yet he apologized for its existence under certain cir- 
cumstances, and for this he met with severe rebukes. No 
one the most remotely connected with the system could 
have peace there. He said it was astonishing to see what 
a feeling was abroad, how mightily the mind of the whole 
country, peer, and pricst, and peasant, were wrought up. 
The national heart seemed on fire. The people, almost in 
a bedy, had determined that slavery should be abolished, 
and had not their wishes been co:mplied with, there would 
have been a revolution that would have ovcriurned the 
throne.

It was only opening the eyes of the mind upon the havoc 
which was making of its power and rights. Simply to en. 
lighten was to add misery towrong. Religious instruction 
was proper because it imparted an influence and princi- 
plesto the soul which would soethe and sustain it under 
its oppressions and lead it up to God. No education but 
that wasjustifiable. So strong on this occasion were his 
feelings on this point that he determined in his own mind 
that he would never permit his children to receive instruc- 
tion, unless it were to open the way for the reception of 
religious truth. Ignorance should ever attend slavery, 
anc. the deeper and darker the ignorance, the better. 

He wasa local preacher in the Wesleyan connection 
while he wasaslave, and was liberated by his master, 
without remuucration, at the request ot the British Confer. 
ence, who wished to emplsy him as an itinerant.’ He is 
highly respected and esteemed among his brethren and ac. 
quaintance both for his natural talents and general literary 
acquisitions and religious worth. I have not heard him 
preach, but am informed by a planter who is well acquannt- 
ed with the clergymen here, that he is the most clear and 


logical reasoner and finished writer among them. He is 
very clever, asthe English would say, asa poet. The 


Conference have called him to England to act as an agent 
in that country to procure funds for educational and re- 
ligious purposes in these islands. He will take passage 
for that country, with his wife early in March. 

The Wesleyan Conference for the Antigua district is 
now in session in thisisland. There are upwards of twen- 
ty missionaries from ten different islands present. We 
have met many of them, and have spent many pleasant 
hours in conversation with them on the moral and religious 
condition of the people among whom they are laboring.— 
They are remarkably warm-hearted and affectionaie.— 
We have met with a most cordial and brotherly reception 
among them. ‘The Mission House is a kind of home to | 
us, Where we call freely whenever time permits. Some of 
the missionaries are men of superior talents and acquire- 
ments, who have sacrificed ease and popular applause at 
home, for the unlauded but blessed labors of ministering to 
the darkened spirit of the outcast and oppressed. They 
are the devoted friends of the black man, abolitionists, in 
the fullest and truest sense of the term. It is soul-cheering 
to hear them rejoice over the abolition of slavery. They 
say they feel as though their own limbs had been unshack. 
led, and a high wall broken down around them. The world | 
has assuined a new aspect. Liberty hasbroken upon them 
amid their work like the bursting forth of the sun to the 
watchman on his midnight tower. ‘The gospel has now 
free course, and is carrying light, and life into every cabin. 
They are almost enthusiastic in the expression of their | 
feelings. I wish they could stand before our New Eng- 
land ministers, and show to them “the counterpart pre- 
sentment” of slavery and frecdoin as they affect the mis- 
sionary. 

I have a fact for American prejudice to feed on. On 
account of the death of the District Chairman’s wife, Rev. 
Mr. F , the colored clergyman mentioned above, and 
his wife, have taken the Mission House for the pur- 
pose of entertaining the missionaries during their stay here. 
The greatest respect and affection is manifested towards 
them. The missionaries associate with them in all the offi- 
ces of social life as unreservedly as though they wore the 
most delicate European tint. Itook supper with them a 
few evenings since, and it was well for me that I possessed 
abolition nerves. At one side of a large table, around 
which sat about twenty ministers, with all the parapherna- 
lia of a tea table before her, presided Mrs. F in all inat- 
ron dignity and respect. At another side, with the coffee 
urn and its aceompaninents, sat the wife of another mis- 
sionary, who had askinaas lily hued as the fairest pro-slave- 
ry dame that ever shuddered over the amalgamation stories 
of James Watson Webb and Joseph Tracy. Nearly op- 
posite to her, between two white preachers, sat Rev. Mr. | 
Hi., a colored missionary, stationed at Tortola. Farther 
down on the other side, with Rev. Mr. C., chairman of the 
District, on his right, was another colored man, a merchant 
and a local preacher in this island. Mr. F. was not pres- 
ent, having been called away by his parochial duties. I 
partook of the abundant viands with which the table was 
spread, without any qualms either of conscience or the 
stomach. Indeed, I know not when I bave passed a more 
agreeable or profitable hour. Thespirit as well asthe body 
was refreshed. My enjoyment was alloyed only by the 
thought that in my own country, which boasts of its repub. | 
licanism and christianity, such a delightful scene would 
call forth the denunciations of the press andthe pulpit, and 
peradventure embody ‘ public sentiment’ in a furious mob. 
May God, who is no respecter of persons, give wisdom and | 
strength to the abolitionists of America ! 

I had a long and interesting conversation, during the | 
evening just mentioned, with Rev. William Satchel!, who | 
is stationed at Montserrat. He spent five years previous | 
to July 1835 among the Caffres in Africa. He was there 
when the attack was made by this hapless peopte on the 
colony of Albany on the 25th December 1834, and during ! 
the murderous butchery which the English troops after- 
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fident was he that the people of Antigua would regard it 
in the same manner, that he took upon himself to state 
Wierever he went, that they would reject it, and adopt in 
ils stead immediate freedom. This assertion gained him 
cousiderable favor, and when news arrived that the Anti- 
gualans had actually done as he said, adopting entire 
‘mancipation, he rose at once in the scale of public esti.

Assailed and oppressed,they continued to retire without any 
attempt for defense or retaliation, but as they were driven | 
more and more compactly together, their feelings of wrong 
concentrated and strengthened until they broke forth on the 
colenists in bloodshed. ‘The attack was made suddenly 
and in upen day. No warning was given. They ad 
been accumulating their forces and maturing their schemes, 
as has been since learned, for mute than three years, yet 
no suspicion was entertained by the whites, The storm 
broke upon them like a sudden thunder-gust. Nearly |

ABDUCTION OF PETER LEE. 


ditor of the Westchester Herald. : 
Sin,—For the information of the public, and especially 


of you to give the inclosed correspondence a place in your 
paper. It will be perceived from the Mayor’s letters, that 
the name of the City Marshal engaged in the late tran.

Sir,—At a meeting of the citizens of this county, held 


ing resolutions were unanimously adopted, viz :— 

Resolved, That the conduct of certain New-York police 
officers, in seizing a colored man and in hastily shipping 
him, as appears by the affidavits read to this mecting, was 
an outrage on decency and humanity. 

Resolved, That the said affidavits be forwarded by the 
Chairman to the Mayor of the City of New York, wii is 
hereby respectfully requested to take measures for the re- 
moval of the officers who have so shamefully abused their 
power. 

As Chairman of the above-mentioned meeting, I have 
now, sir, the honor, in obedience to the foregoing resolu. 
tions, to forward herewith the affidavits to which they re- 
fer. ‘The great importance of the subject will, I trust, 
furnish an apology for the liberty I take in troubling you 
with some remarks in relation to it. 

The peace and good order of every community must 
necessarily depend, in nosmall degree, on the opinion gen- 
crally entertained of the integrity of those who are con- 
nected with the administration of justice. When legal 
protection is denied or mistrusted, individuals will ever be 
tempted to resort to violence in self-defense, and the tenden-. 
cyof transactions like the one to whicu the resolutions refer, is 
certainly unfavorable to the public tranquillity. Two of 
the deponenis, you will observe, after couversing wilh one 
of the officers implicated, declare their belief that the col- 
ored man was seized and scent to sea without any legal 
authority whatever. Indced, the circumstances connected 
wit the transaction have induced a very general opinion 
throughout the county, that it is a most detestable outraye. 
Oae of the officers (Lyon) when charged with haying 
stolen a negro, instead of denying that such a theft had 


and for what cause the negro had been scized and sent 
away—excused himself by averring that he only drove the 
wagon, and publicly avowed that he would do so again 
for any body who would pay him. 

Admitting that the arrest was legal, the unnecessary 
violence with which it was made, the indecent haste with 
which the prisoner was sent out of the state, and the pro. 
fanc andu nfceling language used by his captors in regard to 
him, are well calculated to excite deep disgust. It would 
be a reflection on the people of Westchester, to suppose 
that they could see, without indignation, a free man (as 


| Lee is supposed to have been) scized by officers from a 


foreign country on the evening of the Sabbath, handcuffed, 
and (as is said) gagged, forced into a carriage, hurried to 
New York, and the very next day shipped for the South ; 
and all this, without application to any magistrate, or the 
exhibition of any legal authority. Permit me to remark, 
that it betrays a silly and wanton contempt of public opin- 
ion to perform legal acts in such a manner as justiy to 
excite doubts of their lawfulness. If the officers acted 
nnder a warrant, they were inexcusable, under the peculiar 
circumstances of the case, in not showing it to soine-of 
our citizens, and thus preventing those painful suspicions 
which now rest on an act performed under color of authori- 
ty. ‘These men if innocent, owed it to themselves, to the 
character of their city, and to the feelings of the people 
of this county, to let it be known that they were discharging 
their duty as officers of justice, and that they were not the 
hired tools of a vile kidnapper. 

We are not ignorant that a newspaper in your city has 
stated, that they had a warrant from the Governor, issued 
three years since, for the apprehension of seventeen colored 
persons. If this statement be true, it affords cause for deep 
regret and alarm. Such a warrant, at a time when an 
able-bodied man of any complexion is worth $1,000 or 
$1,500 in the slave market, would, in the hands of an un- 
principled officer, if allowed, as in the recent case, to scize 
and ship, without the interference of a magistrate, prove 
a source of iniquitous wealth to himself, and of most tre- 
mendous calamity to the weak and unprotected. Any poor, 
friendless, unknown person might with impunity, in such 
case, be publicly seized and handcuffed and sent into in- 
termipable bondage. 

You will not, sir, wonder at this unqualified assertion, 
when you recollect that slavery is not confined to one com- 
plexion, and that there is not a member of the Common 
Council of your city, who, if kidnapped, would be unsale- 
able on account of the whiteness of theirskins. It is orly 
about two years since that a citizen of Maryland arrested 
in Philadelphia a young girl as his fugitive slave. Fortu- 
nately in that case a legal investigation ensued, when it 
appeared by the most conclusive and abundant testimony, 
that the alledged slave (Mary Gilmore,) was the daughter 
of poor IRISH parents; that her father had absconded while 
she was an infant, and that her mother diced soon after in 
the Philadelphia Hospital! 
President, has related the case of a man, “ placed on the 
stand for sale as a slave, whose appearance in all respects 
gave him a better claim to the character of a waite MAN, 
than most persons so acknowledged could show.” (Niles’ 
Register for 25 October, 1834.) In Missouri, a boy was 
adjudged a slave, although the physicians testified that ail 
the peculiarities of the negro were obliterated, or in other 
words, that he was a WHITE Boy. Is it not then, sir, cause 
for alarm to white men as well as black, if a police officer 
may seize whoin he pleases, and send him, iastunter to the 
slave market, and then offer in justification a three year old 
warrant crowded with names? _ If persons are liable to be 
taken in tiie manner that Lee was, who but the officer him- 
self shall determine on the identity of the victims, or know

As stated in my letter of yesterday, I have no power 
over Mr. B. You are so well acquainted withthe laws, 
that you must be competent to determine whether his con- 
duct was authorized by law. It seems that Lyons and 
Nash went with Boudinot, and acted as his assistants, and 
the only authority Boudinot claims to have had, was the 
paper from the Governor.

Were it not 
for this refuge, we might well Jespair,; but “the name 
of the Lord is a strong tower, into which the righteous fice 
and are safe.” 

Herein, whilst contemplating the subject, is my former 
faith greatly increased, because they not only may, but 
“the righteous " actually do, “ flee intu " this strong tower. 
What I mean particularly, is this—I suppose abolitionists, 
almost universally, tobe a praying people; and I expect 
they not only pray for themselves, but for all men—and 
especially for such as are in circumstances of special need ; 
and such, emphatically, are God's suffering poor, who are 
bound down by the iro; yoke of slavery, and groaning un- 
der the cruel lash of the more cruel task-muster. Still 
farther; they offer their petitions in behalf of those who 
are specially engaged in the vindication of human rights, 
that Providence may protect their lives against the various 
exposures to which they were subject, and grace sustain 
their minds against worldly influence or discouragement. 
If these things are so, of which 1 have no doubt, how is it 
possible for the cause to fail? Will not God avenge his 
own elect, who cry unto him day and night, though he 
bear long_with them? “ Thus saith the Lord, He will 
avenge them epecdily.” Although not every one who Le- 





ought to be immediately abolished,” are personlly pious, 
yet are there more than ‘two or three who have gathered

Misrepresentations and great 
exertions have been made to overtlirow taverns which have 
set up the standard of temperance. But your petitioners 
propose that our board of excise license all such taverns as 
the public good is supposed to require, without fee for the 
license. And, in the bond which the tayern-keeper now 
signs for the good order of hig house, let there be simply a 
clause inserted, under the general penalty, forbidding his 
selling or giving away alcoholic liquors, to be drank in his 
house, out-house or premises. Thus, these tavern-keepers, 
being a!l put onthe same footing, the distinction being 
done away between temperance taverns and those which 
were not, it is supposed, would find no difficulty in doing 
well in their vocation. The taveras in the country are 
mostly kept by persons who are farmers, who are enabled 
by this course of business to find a market at their own 
doors for the'r hay, oats and provisions, in fact, for every 
thing they can raise or purchase in their vicinity. Let 
tavern-keepers charge such suis as shall give them a rea- 
sonable profit on their capital and time expended. It is 
not belicved that the sober part of the community could 
wish a landlord to sell a large quantity of alcoholic liquors 
at a great profit, attended with so much ruin to individuals 
and familics, that they, i.e. the temperate, might purchase 
a meal of victuals, a peck of oats, or a night’s lodging, at 
a less rate.

Your petitioners believe, if your honorable body would 
raise a committee, and send for persons to come before 
them—even tavern-kcepers from the country themselves 
would prove such to be their own opinion on this deeply 
interesting subject, as well as your petitioners. 

The losses incurred in the country are, by no means, in- 
considerable, by the tavern-keepers, who credit to their 
intemperate customers. The very business of selling al- 
coholic liquors has a most inysterious effect on many tav- 
ern-keepers, their servants and families, who are engaged 
in dealing out their destructive drinks and in keeping the 
unreasonable hours, which attendance on their intempcrate 
customs require. 

Again magistrates’ courts, arbitrations, are often held in 
public houses, by which means justice itself is awfully pollu- 
ted in those subordinate courts by means of the intoxica- 
ting drinks then and there consumed, by which justice los. 
es her character for dignity and purity and the solemnity of 
her forums is converted into the insane! gayety of a bacch- 
analian hall. 


The trainings of our militia are sesaons and times in 
many places by which the young men of our country, in 
these drinking houses, lose more in morality than they ac- 
quire in mental information. The drinking houses «f this 
state have done more than all other causes united to bring 
our militia system into disrepute. The time set apart by the 
Law for our militiato acquire a knowledge of their duty is 
regarded by many as holidays in which the soldier may re- 
gale himself in the drinks of the tavern. Town meetings 
are often held in public houses, and the intoxication, which 
ensues during the day and the following night, is unworthy 
the American character, when legislating in our primary 
assemblies. 

Many if not all of these blemishes on our character as 
a state and individuals, would disappear if the legislature 
would abolish the odious monopoly, pessessed in a town 
by four or five tavern- keepers in a town over their fellow 
ereatures. The views your petitioners have taken in this 
petition, have been rather specific than general, on the 
great evils of intemperance; and, without entering upon 
the immeasurable calamitics which follow from this source 
and overcast the glorious prospects of the nineteeth centu- 
ry, we most solemnly belicve that more of intemperance 
has been cultivated and sustained by our legislation, in 
departing from one of the first principles of republicanism, 
in permitting and licensing four or five of our citizens for 
a small sum of money, to do what is considered, in the 
rest of the community, immoral, and is punishable as a 
crime :—We therefore pray that our legislation may be so 
amended, that one may not buy the right to demoralize 
his fellow citizens, to hold and enjoy that as a monopoly 
which, if done by his neighbor, subjects him to the erimin- 
al’s dungeon. And, as in duty bound, we will ever pray.

Dear Brother Goodell,—Aware of your interest in every 
thing relative to the advancement of the cause of freedom 
and humanity, either “ north” or ‘‘south,” I take the lib. 
erty of bricfly stating a few facts, which recently occurred 
in Copenhagen, Lewis county. 

I commenced lecturing in the Baptist church in Copen- 
hagen on Wednesday evening, the -Ist inst., and found*a 
respectable number, not only willing but anxious to hear 
the subject of American Slavery thoroughly investigated. 
The first evening no opposition was manifested. On 
Thursday evening, a Mr. Moody came out with some con- 
tradictions and vbjections, which were met and answered 
on the ready principle of “ immediatism.” On Friday 
evening, Judge Davenport, at the close of my lecture, took 
the floor, and presented the usual list of inquiries, com- 
mencing with, * Why don’t you go to the south?” &c. 
&c. After the judge had completed his.string of inter- 
rogatories and objections, I rose to reply, but was very soon 
interrupted by the judge resuming the floor, and commen- 
cing a renewed attack upon the battery of freedom.— 
Having been repeatediy interrupted in this manner, I at 
length expressed a hope, that his honor would so far regard 
the rules of courtesy, or at least of common-sense propri- 
ety as to permit me without further interruption to answer 
his gwn inquiries. I was then permitted to proceed, and 
finish my reply to his inquiries and objections, after which, 
as no further opposition appeared, the assembly was dis. 
missed, with notice of a lecture for the followirg evening, 
and a renewed invitation to the opposite party to bring 
forward objections and arguments. 

Saturday evening, as I was in the midst of my lecture, 
the opposition presenied themselves, having however chan. 
ged both their position and theirarguments. They march- 
ed up with martial music in front of the church, and gave 
us a demonstration of solid material, from well-charged 
fire arms, accompanied by a conclusive and knock-down 
argument of billets of wood, demolishing the glass and 
sash of the desk window, and carrying conviction in their 
scattered fragments, to a large portion of the congregation. 
The most substantial urgument presented, was far from 
being “ incendiary,” as it was nothing less than a green 
beech club, about two feet in length and two and a_ haif 
inches in diameter, which swept away the sash of the 
window, and after whizzing its way near half the length of 
the house, fell without further effect into the midst of the 
congregation. A momentary confusion in the audience 
ensued, but they were immediately re.seated, and the lec- 
ture proceeded without further molestation, except an oc- 
casional missile thrown against the Louse, but without es- 
sential injury. 

Preached on the Sabbath to a full house, and took occa- 
sion in the afiernoon, when giving notice of my appoint- 
ments for Sabbath and Monday evenings, to remark that I 
had already spent more time in Copenhagen than I at first 
designed ; Hut having come to advocate the cause of the 
oppressed, and finding that class in Copenhagen, I would 
now pledge myself to remain, until by the blessing of God, 
their liberties were so far achieved, that they could meet, 
and sit together in the house of God, without molestation. 

Sabbath evening—preached from the following words : 
«For the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the pulling down of strong ho!ds.” 
In the course of the scrinon, illustrated the contrast be- 
tween our weapons and those of our opponents, by holding 
up before the audience in one hand, the open bible, and in 
the other the big club which had been thrown through the 
window the evening before. The effect was electrical 
and thrilling, and the evening passed without the slightest 
disturbance. ‘ 

Monday cvening—had again a full congregation, and 
all being quict, I closed my lectures, having formed a soci- 
ety of sixty-four members, taken a collection, procured sub- 
seribers for publications, &c. _ 

I am informed that about 80 subscribers, to a petition 
for the abolition of slavery in the State of New York, 
were procured just after I left the place. 

I have lectured in Collinsville, Constableville, and Tal- 
cottville, with little open opposition, except at the latter 
place, where the patriots manifested their love of liberty, 
by most valiantly pelting the front of the desk with eggs,
